COUNCIL OF ADMINISTRATION.

Invocation by Department Commander in the absence of the Chaplain.

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After some discussion, Comrade Dick withdrew his amendment. 

The question then being upon the adoption of the motion as made 
by Past Dept. Commander, W. G. Ward, the same was put to a vote 
and adopted. 

The Marshal announced that a committee from the G. A. R., escorted 
by a committee from the XJ. S. W. V., awaited admission to the Encamp- 
ment. Comrades J. F. Spillane, Seventh Mich.; H. C. Rankin, Ninth Mich.; 
Rust Crowman, Twentieth Mich, and John Russman, Twentieth Mich., 
were escorted to the Department Commander's station, welcomed with 
rousing cheers and seated. Addresses were made by each member of 
the Committee, expressing the hope that the two organizations whose 
aims and ideals were similar, would always meet in joint sessions and the 
cordial relations now existing would continue for all time. Commander 
Gansser replied in a very creditable manner and with a parting three 
cheers and a tiger for the G. A. R., the comrades retired.

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REPORTS OF OFFICERS. 

Department Adjutant Burkart's Report. 

Headquarters, Dept. Mich., Office of Dept. Adjt, 

Big Rapids, June 15, 1914. 

The Department Commander, Dept. Mich. XJ. S. W. V.: 

Sir: — In compliance with Section 4, Article 7, Rules and Regulations 
of Department Encampments, I have the honor to herewith ' submit the 
annual report required of the Department Adjutant. 

Despite the fact that various camps throughout the department have 
insisted upon their members paying their dues promptly and the consequent 
suspensions entailed by this business principle, our membership has in- 
creased slightly; the total standing being 1,357, as against 1,331, June 15, 
1913. 

The greatest gain in membership is accorded to H. M. Duffield, Camp 
No. 9, of Detroit, with 17 enlistments as of Dec. 31, 1913. In point of 
membership, Hazen S. Pingree, No. 5, Detroit, is first, with 140; Detroit 
Camp No. 10, second, with 132; H. M. Duffield, No. 9, Detroit, 104; Guy 
V. Henry, No. 3, of Grand Rapids, a close third, 103. 

During the past year, the writer secured a ruling from National Head- 
quarters, relative to members . recruited after December 31 and June 30, 
respectively, of each year. Heretofore, those members did not receive the 
official organ, Spanish War Review, until the next semi-annual report was 
made. This method has always seemed unjust to the writer and a plain 
statement of the situation appealed to the sense of justice of the Adjutant 
General, who endorsed the opinion of the Dept. Adjutant of Michigan, and 
secured the ruling which appears in section 16, General Order No. 4, series 
1913-14, this Department, April 10. The matter has not been clearly under- 
stood, I fear, by some of the camps, as supplemental lists of only two 
camps have been made. I would suggest, as a remedy for this entire 
question, that some system of descriptive and enlistment card be adopted, 
and that each camp be required to furnish this office with the name and 
date of enlistment within twenty-four hours after a recruit has been sworn 
in. This will, at all times, give the Dept. Adjutant's office a complete 
roster of all enlistments and enable him to report to National Headquarters 
a correct and advance list of the growth in membership. 

I must again, though reluctantly, call attention to the evident lack of 
business methods prevailing throughout the camps in this Department. 
Notwithstanding the fact that the rules and regulations prescribe that 
the semi-annual report of camp adjutants and quartermasters be made in 
June and July of each year and that the notice of election of officers 
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and installment of same be furnished January 1st of each year, I regret 
to report that it has cost this Department nearly five dollars in postage 
to secure the information desired and, in several instances, no reports have 
been received up to the present date. The observance of strict business 
methods would materially increase the efficiency of this office and de- 
crease the annoyance and expense consequent upon neglect of camp 
officers. 

The writer feels that our organization is being appreciated; that the 
bond of union which should exist between our grand old Civil War Veterans 
and this organization is nearly completed. God grant that I may see the 
day when these two organizations, whose objects are identical, may stand 
hand in hand in the observation of all events pertaining to the patriotism 
of the past and present!

Thirty camps are in good standing July 15, 1914. The aggregate mem- 
bership 1,357, as against 1,331 in twenty-nine camps June 15, 1912.

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REPORT OF DEPARTMENT QUARTERMASTER. 

Bay City, Mich., June 16, 1914. 

Department Commander, Officers and Members of the Michigan Depart- 
ment, U. S. W. V.: 

Comrades: — At the time of submitting this, my report as Department 
Quartermaster, I wish to express my sincere regret that owing to busi- 
ness reasons that are insurmountable, I am unable to attend the depart- 
ment convention to meet again the loyal comrades who are giving much of 
their time and energy to build up and improve the condition of the depart- 
ment. I trust that the efforts of the officers of the department who have 
really made great sacrifices for the benefit of the department are ap- 
preciated by the members, and that the newly elected officers will equal 
if not surpass the accomplishments of the present officers. Understand, 
Comrades, that I do not claim that the office of Department Quartermaster 
involves any great sacrifice, or entitles the holder to any credit for the 
condition of the department.

REPORT OF THE DEPARTMENT INSPECTOR. 

Office of Dept. Inspector, 
Big Rapids, Mich., June 16, 1914. 

To the Eleventh Department Encampment, Department of Michigan Spanish 
War Veterans: 

Comrades: — I have the honor to herewith submit the annual report 
required by the Department Inspector. The same rule held with me as with 
my predecessor, Commander Gansser. In regard to the appointment of the 
District Inspectors, the next day after the 10th annual encampment closed, 
Commander Gansser issued Order No. 1, designating the District Inspectors. 
I never received that order until along in September, after my return from 
duty in the Copper Country, with the National Guard. I then endeavored 
to get in touch with the different Camps, trying to find out the Camp 
commanders and their meeting nights, with a view to informing the District 
Inspectors. 

On April 10th, 1914, Commander Gansser issued G. 0. No. 4, with the 
required information, as near as Headquarters could get it, and the Dis- 
trict Inspectors began their work, which was very creditable, considering 
the time they had to work in. 

I wish to especially call attention to the good work of Comrade Ambrose 
C. Talmage, Inspector of District No. 4. He inspected all the camps in 
his district and enthused new life into them, even so far as resurrecting 
one camp, that of Ross Granger, No. 2, Ann Arbor. 

Comrade Talsma, Inspector of District No. 2, inspected all of the camps 
in his district, excepting one which was inspected by Department Inspector. 

Comrade John Considine, Inspector of District No. 3, inspected all 
camps in his district, excepting J. Charles Phillips, No. 24, Port Huron. 

Comrade E. A. Burns of District No. 1, inspected A. J. Babcock, No. 20, 
of Flint, Major J. C. Durst, No. 40, Lansing, but was unable to get the other 
camps. In justice to Comrade Burns I will say that he was willing, but 
did not receive his appointment until G. O. No. 4 was issued in April and it 
did not give him time. 

Comrade Gage inspected Traverse City, No. 23, and I inspected J. C. 
Brown, No. 31, also Guy V. Henry, No. 3, Grand Rapids. 

I have forwarded to Dept. Commander, inspection report for 20 camps, 
which is an improvement over last year's published report, which showed 
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inspection of only 4 camps. This year they all showed renewed life 
and a gain in membership of 205 comrades against a loss of 57. Most 
camps inspected showed a good attendance of officers and comrades, also 
reported a good turn out on Memorial Day. The live camps showed a good 
balance in their treasury, which is essential at all times. 

It is my duty as Inspector to report the condition of the several 
camps. As to those that have been inspected, I consider them in good 
condition, with bright prospects for years 1914-15, and I know from orders 
issued by the Department Commander that some camps that I have no 
report from are in good condition, while some are on the verge of surrender- 
ing their charter.

District No. 3, Port Huron. 

District No. 5, Cheboygan; Alpena and Manistee. 

District No. 6, Escanaba; Sault Ste. Marie; Calumet; Marquette and 
Houghton. 

I visited Houghton Camp while in the Copper Country and found it 
to be a real live camp, and the comrades had out the glad hand at all 
times. Went to Calumet on invitation of Department Commander to meet 
with Calumet Camp, but through some misunderstanding there was no 
meeting. 

There are a good many comrades in the Upper Peninsula and I think 
they should be stirred up enough to realize that TJ. S. W. V. stands for 
something. 

I inspected Guy V. Henry Camp No. 3, of Grand Rapids, after which 
they organized a Woman's Auxiliary and we gathered around the board to 
a fine luncheon, where 200 plates were served.

Work with the G. A. R. and take them in as Honorary members. 
Wear your little bronze button, which money cannot buy. Keep your dues 
down and let your hand go out to each comrade, poor or rich — be comrades 
in spirit. Take an active part in boosting for National men who have the 
interest of our organization at heart. And last, but not least, join the 
booster club which is to make our order 100,000 strong in 1914-15.

Relative to the Edward Fisher matter which was referred to me by 
the Encampment at its session of yesterday morning, I beg to report as 
follows : 

It appears that Act 329 of the Public Acts of 1907 is inconsistent with 
Act No. 429 of the Local Acts of 1903, amending the charter of the City 
of Kalamazoo, and the Prosecuting Attorney of the county gave it as his 
opinion that the city charter governed and Edward Fisher was dismissed 
from the fire department without the hearing to which he would be en- 
titled under the general law. 
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I must take issue with the Prosecuting Attorney, as I am of the 
opinion that* in so far as the local act conflicts with the general act it 
is superceded by the latter and that Comrade Fisher undoubtedly was en- 
titled to a hearing as provided in Act No. 329 of the Public Acts of 1907. 

Whether or not the Comrade has lost his rights under that act be- 
cause of long delay, I am not prepared to say at this time, but I would 
recommend that the Department officers be instructed to advise with the 
Comrades of Westnedge Camp No. 16, and decide what course to pursue, 
if any, and I shall be glad to assist in every way possible. 

Whether or not financial assistance should be granted is a matter 
for the Encampment, as it may be that the condition of the Department 
treasury will not allow the expenditure of funds to fight the cause of any 
camp or individual member.

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REPORT OF DEPARTMENT COMMANDER. 

Hdqrs Dept. of Mich., United Spanish War Veterans, 
Bay City, June 14, 1914. 
To the 11th Annual Encampment, Greeting: 

I have the honor to submit herewith my annual report, as required by 
our Rules and Regulations, with such recomtnendations as the good of 
our beloved organization suggests, in the light of long service and ex- 
perience. 

It has been my earnest desire to merit the honor you so unexpectedly 
conferred on me at Lansing last year, by earnest effort and devoted service. 
The sudden call for eleven weeks duty at Calumet prevented my attend- 
ance at Buffalo's National Encampment, changed our well-laid plans, but 
also made possible visiting our Camps in the Upper Peninsula. Miller 
Camp at Houghton royally entertained all our comrades on duty in the strike 
zone, August 13, and responded to the new inspiration by sending Comrade 
Angus McDonald to Buffalo. 

The strike and other causes seriously crippled our Camps at Calu- 
met, Marquette and Sault Ste. Marie. Through the devoted efforts of 
Past Dept. Commander Ward these Camps rendered their belated reports 
and per capita this very month. They have our best wishes for better 
things in the years to come. 

Early last fall I took up the work of reviving weak Camps, and, 
solidifying our leaders. 

Since then I have inspected Lawton No. 1, Bay City, and attended its 
every session; assisted in reorganizing Flint, Port Huron, and reviving 
Ann Arbor, Alpena, Houghton, Owosso, Lansing, Manistee and Saginaw, 
all of whom were in bad shape last year; and boosting things for Grand 
Rapids, Kalamazoo, Coldwater, Traverse City, and most of these through 
repeated personal visits.

For there is power in numbers, safety in a full 
treasury and much pleasure in numerous and aggressive comradeship. 

Cheboygan, Tecumseh, Pontiac, Battle Creek and Ionia once had 
Camps, but all my hard work to revive them has so far failed. New 
Camps are possible for Benton Harbor- St. Joseph, Mt. Clemens, Allegan, 
Ypsilanti, Menominee, Ironwood, Iron Mountain, Ishpeming, Petoskey and 
Marshall, considering the number of men they furnished for service, 1898- 
1901, and their present population. I spent many hours over the official 
records of Michigan to gather this information, and trust succeeding ad- 
ministrations will make an earnest effort to add these 14 cities to our list of 
active local orgaizations. 

It takes today but a few moments to give you this review of all of 
Michigan's Camps, but it required days and weeks of time, the traveling 
of several thousand miles, hundreds of dollars in expenses cheerfully paid 
by me, because our department finances would not permit any such out- 
lay, to several hundred personal letters, five general orders and two circular 
letters from your headquarters the past year, to make this possible. 

In addition it required the energetic and devoted service of Dept. 
Adjutant Burkart, whose record speaks for itself; of Dept. Q. M. Mc- 
Cormick and Comrade Sharp, his loyal assistant; of Department Inspector 
Menier, whose report explains itself; of my Chief of Staff, Kilstrom; of 
Dept. Marshal Blackman; of Dept. Surgeon Passmore; of Dept. Judge Ad- 
vocate Chapman; of Jr. Dept. Vice Commander Trickey; of Aides-de-Camp 
Talmage, Talsma, McDonald, and all the loyal local leaders in every Camp 
in Michigan, to each and all of whom our sincere appreciation goes out 
today for good work, well done. 

Past Department Commander Fred R. Schmalzriedt, of Detroit, has 
been of great help and encouragement the past year, and with Past De- 
partment Commander Wm. G. Ward, of Big Rapids, merits special mention. 

Camp Commander Jas. E. Embury, of Port Huron, totally blind as 
a result of exposure and hardships endured in the campaign of Santiago 
de Cuba, has set a golden example to our more fortunate brothers, by 
leading Phillips Camp back into life and loyal activity. 

Hannah Camp, of* Traverse City, fully uniformed, with a bulging treas- 
ury, jolly Camp sessions and an annual district encampment jointly with 
the G. A. R., and Westnidge Camp of Kalamazoo, which last November 
dedicated a Spanish War Veterans' Memorial Tablet in a public park for 
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the inspiration of future generations, have set an example to all our 
sister Camps, worthy of emulation. 

Our hearts go out to the lo3'al leaders who in their home cities and 
local Camps, through untiring efforts have made possible the growth in 
membership and the advanced position we occupy in Michigan today. 
More strength to them the coming year. 

The exhaustive reports of your Dept. Adjutant and Quartermaster, 
together with the report of your Auditing Committee explain and record in 
full the financial status and transactions of the past year. 

Here 'too, we show a marked improvement, due largely to the earnest 
efforts of your Dept. Adjutant to get reports and per capita in promptly 
and fully, and I trust this will be afixed habit for all our Camps in the 
years to come. 

For these are the vital heartbeats of our organization. In very truth, 
these are our sinews of war. Without such good business tactics we can- 
not succeed. Keep up the good work. Prevent suspensions, keep recruit- 
ing. 

Along this line would urge every Camp to reach out into neighboring 
cities and villages, which have no Camps, and round up worthy Comrades for 
membership in your own Camps. There is still a wide field for growth 
in this suggestion. 

The past year has been made eventful by the crisis with Mexico, and 
pursuant to the expressed spirit of our Comrades, we tendered your ser- 
vices to the government, should occasion require additional volunteers. 
This tender was gratefully acknowledged by our Governor, and the Ad- 
jutant General at Washington. It reflected your undying loyalty and 
patriotism. 

Seven years ago Michigan advocated joint reunions with the G. A. R., 
and the election of honored veterans of the G. A. R., to Honorary Mem- 
bership in our organization. Michigan's leadership has been accepted by 
our National Encampment at Buffalo last year in these matters, and most 
of our Camps have gladly conferred this little recognition to the men 
who saved the nation and forever banished human slavery from the earth. 
Let every camp do their G. A. R. neighbors similar honor the coming 
year. 

Michigan now has flourishing Women's Auxiliaries for our order in 
Detroit, Saginaw, Traverse City, Coldwater, Flint, and a number of other 
cities are now organizing. There is help and joy in these new associations 
and each and every Camp is urged to rally our loyal womanhood around a 
local Auxiliary. 

Congress has provided service medals for veterans of all our wars, upon 
proof of service through the Adjutant General's office, Washington, and 
the payment of fifty cents. The medals are beauties, but a great and 
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wealthy nation like ours should present these symbols of service free of 
charge. 

Our National Encampment at Buffalo also provided for each Camp 
and Department at Patriotic Instructor, whose duties are clearly indicated 
in the title. Each Camp should chose its most enthusiastic and loyal 
Comrade for this office, in order that the Camp may accomplish a maximum 
of good for good citizenship, now and hereafter. 

Our "black brothers" in Detroit are asking for a Charter for a Camp 
of their own, and their application is hereby referred to the Detroit 
Camps for early action, in accordance with the provisions of our Rules 
and Regulations governing such cases. 

Remembering the devoted services of our colored brethern in the clos- 
ing years of the civil war, and our jolly comrades of the 24th and 25th 
U. S. Infantry, 9th and 10th U. S. Cavalry, and 49th IT. S. Volunteers, at 
Santiago and in the Philippines, with their heroic service record, my hearty 
approval goes with their application for a Charter in Michigan. 

Your Department Headquarters has done all in its power to promote the 
passage of the Key Bill (H. R. 13044), providing pensions for the widows 
and orphans of Spanish War Veterans through Congress, accomplished 
on April 1, and since then have tried hard to also carry it through the 
United States Senate, where it is now pending. The Senate will soon ad- 
journ, so it is up to every Camp and every Comrade to write or wire 
Senators Wm, Alden Smith and Chas. E. Townsend at once, urging favor- 
able action on this bill. 

In addition to the recommendations for action herewith submitted to 
you and your Camps, do also recommend the following: 

State laws providing relief for soldiers who served in the Phillipines, 
the same as now granted the veterans of '98; strengthening of the State 
Civil Service Laws, giving preference in employment to our Comrades 
in city, county and state departments and offices; exemption of veterans 7 
property same as now granted civil war veternas; membership on all state 
military boards and commissions; increase in burial allowances for our 
veterans; assisting the National Guard everywhere and all the time; creat- 
ing a board or commission to make full inquiry and investigation of strikes 
or industrial disputes, before authorizing the sending out of troops by the 
governor; providing for printing the official proceedings of the G. A. R., 
and S. W. V. Encampments as state documents and providing for their 
proper distribution; the erection at Lansing of a Soldiers' Memorial Build- 
ing, in keeping with the power of our great state, and as a lasting monu- 
ment to the men who freely offered and gave their lives in their country's 
service; such building to contain the state military department, military 
museum, local state armories, offices of the Michigan Departments of the 
G. A. R. and S. W. V., and such other offices as the needs of the state 
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may dictate; enforcing the laws against desecrating our flag, and the un- 
lawful wearing of the uniforms, buttons or other insignia of the army and 
navy, G. A. R. and S. W. V.; to secure the relief money due sick Comrades 
of 1898, remaining unpaid because the funds were exhausted before Big 
Rapids and other companies were reached; for the admission of our 
widows and orphans to. Michigan Soldiers' Home same as the G. A. R. } and 
that our Legislative Committee the coming year look well to our interests 
in all proposed legislation at Lansing and Washington. 

Each Camp should have a live Historian, who will keep all valuable 
records and information in well tabulated form, and who will furnish the 
essential data to our Department Historian. Together with the Camp Com- 
mander and Patriotic Instructor he will see that your Camp receives proper 
publicity at all times. 

For publicity of the right sort is the very greatest help to every Camp, 
and our Department should by them be kept prominently before our Com- 
rades through the Spanish War Review. If they and your neighbors hear 
nothing about you, they know your enthusiasm is gone. Likewise your 
usefulness. 

That Michigan representatives at Louisville insist that local Camps 
be allowed to fix their own dues and manage their own affairs and that 
the appointment of Assistant Inspectors be left to the Department In- 
spector in order to fix responsibility and expedite our Camp inspections. 

That each Camp pay the actual expenses of their delegates in order 
that each local organization may be regularly represented at each Depart- 
ment Encampment. 

That the Department Commander or his representative attend each 
National Encampment, accompanied by the department flags, and that 
his actual traveling expenses be paid upon approval by the Council of 
Administration, provided the department finances permit the outlay. 

Each Camp is urged to have a "camp fire" or social meeting once each 
month, jointly with the G. A. R. Get your boys out and show them a 
good time. These are the ties that bind. 

Each Camp officer should memorize his ritual part, in order to make 
your meetings shorter and more interesting; official orders should be read, 
with npn-essentials omitted, and every Comrade must get a copy of our 
National Review and Department Orders. He must have this information 
and he is paying for it. 

Sustain the distinctive military character of our organization by uni- 
forming your comrades as far as possible. It is a badge of honor and 
lends tone to your organization. 

And let each Comrade remember that our little bronze button repre- 
sents loyal service; money cannot buy it; hence it makes you a marked 
man in your community; it can honor you only as you honor it. Be a 
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joy in your home, a success in your business, and take an active part 
in the work of your Camp, and in all the duties of public service and good 
citizenship. 

That Michigan endorse the spirit of comradeship and fun represented 
by our Military Order of the Serpent, and that our Department Commander 
do provide a suitable time and place for this martial side degree during 
our next encampment. 

That military courtesy and .discipline be strictly enforced by our Camps 
and Department, insuring promptness in correspondence, the proper and 
prompt rendering of all required reports and payment of per capita, for 
upon these rests the future prosperity of our beloved order. 

That meritorious service continue to be the one safe and sure guide 
to promotion within our order; that suitable trophies be provided for 
Camps securing the largest number of new members and largest per centage 
of increase during any one year; and for the best exemplification of our 
muster ceremonies at annual encampment, in the interests of growth and 
general improvement. 

And finally, that Michigan take that place in the national affairs of 
our order, to which our numbers and loyalty so clearly entitle us by ag- 
gressive action and a large attendance at our next National Encampment 
at Louisville, and in the years to come. 

In conclusion, my sincere appreciation goes out to all the Comrades 
who have helped to make possible our good record of the past year; they 
will at least have the satisfaction of good work, well done, which counts 
for much with all true men. 

The work of the past year has been strenuous but also enjoyable, 
and I shall forever treasure your friendship, your loyalty, and the memory 
of the high honor you so unexpectedly conferred upon me. In return 
I can but pledge you whole-hearted service for our beloved order all 
the days of my life, and to wish for each and every one of you all the 
blessings of health and prosperity, combining therewith all the elements 
of genuine happiness and good comradeship. 

And God's richest blessings upon our beloved country, "America, the 
Beautiful." 

O, beautiful for spacious skies, 

For amber waves of grain; 

for purple mountain majesties 

Above each fruitful plain; 

America, America, God shed His grace on thee, 

And crown thy good with brotherhood, 

From sea to shining sea.

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REPORT OF RESOLUTIONS COMMITTEE. 

To the 11th Department Encampment of Michigan, United Spanish War 
Veterans. Greeting: 

Your Committee on Resolutions herewith submits its report and in 
order to expedite the business of the closing session recommend that 
all resolutions introduced he included in this report, and these resolutions 
be adopted section by section as read. 

Such sections as require debate or further action to be passed for the 
time being, and taken up in turn after the rest have been approved and 
adopted. 

I. This department in convention assembled extends to the citizens 
of Jackson its heartfelt appreciation for the generous hospitality extended 
and conveniences provided for our meetings and the work of the several 
committees, more especially since this was the second encampment to be 
held by us in Jackson within seven years. 

II. We extend to the Department Commander and Comrades of Mich- 
igan's G. A. R. our appreciation for the courtesies extended to us at this 
reunion and hope that we may have the honor and pleasure of meeting 
with them for many years to come. 

III. We extend to the Woman's Relief Corps, the Ladies of the G. A. 
R., the Daughters of Veterans, and the Ladies Auxiliary of the Spanish 
War Veterans, our appreciation for the kindness, encouragement and 
courtesies extended us at this reunion. 

IV. We extend to our Comrades of Sanford Hunt Camp No. 19 of 
Jackson our sincere thanks for their cordial entertainment and loyal 
efforts for our every comfort and convenience while their guests. In 
other places and in other years we hope to recompense them fully for 
their hard work of the present year. 

V. That this Department continue a committee of five on legislation, 
to promote the passage of all legislation at Lansing and Washington for 
the benefit of our members, their widows and orphans, and to assist in 
all legislation promoting our highest ideals of good citizenship, patriotic 
instruction and human progress. 

VI. That the efforts of the Department Commander and this legislative 
committee be earnestly supported by each individual member, by letter or 
otherwise, and by every Camp in this Department. We recognize that only 
by such concerted and continued efforts will we be able to get the de- 
sired results. 
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VII. We urge the passage of the Key Bill (H. R. 13044) through the 
United States Senate, Congress having approved it April 1, 1914. This 
bill provides pensions for the widows and orphans of Spanish War Veterans. 
The Department officers, and every member and every Camp should at 
once write or wire the United States Senators from Michigan, to insure its 
final passage at this session, which closes this month. 

VIII. We renew the recommendation that Michigan's legislature provide 
for printing the . annual proceedings of the G. A. R. and S. W. V. as a 
state document, and provide for the proper distribution of same to the 
members of these organizations. 

IX. That until such action is secured this Department have printed 
a synopsis and digest of the proceedings of our annual encampment, giv- 
ing the reports of the Department Commander, Department Adjutant, De- 
partment Quartermaster and Department Inspector in full, in pamphlet 
form, and to distribute same promptly to all the Camps for all the mem- 
bers therein. 

X. That our Department and its legislative committee insist that the 
Spanish War Veterans be represented at all times upon the Board of Con- 
trol of Michigan Soldiers' Home, the State Military Board, the Military 
Museum Board, and the several city and county soldier's relief and burial 
commissions and boards. 

XI. That our Department and legislative committee urge and assist 
in the passage of a law creating a Soldier's Memorial Building at Lansing 
in keeping with the power of our great state, and as a lasting monument 
to the men who offered and gave their lives in their country's service. 
Such Memorial to contain the state military departments and museum, 
local state armories, offices of Michigan Departments of the G. A. R. and 
S. W. V., and such other offices as the needs of the state may dictate. 

XII. We renew the recommendation that each Camp pay the actual 
expenses of its delegates to our department encampment, so that all Camps 

will be represented. 

« 

XIII. We recommend the attendance of the Department Commander or 
his representative at each national encampment of our order, accompanied 
by Michigan's department flags. 

XIV. That we meet jointly with the G. A. R. at Kalamazoo, in 1915, 
and so continue the cordial relations established for mutual benefit at 
the Lansing and Jackson reunions. 
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XV. That the Department Adjutant shall receive the sum of $90 for 
his services the past year and that the Department Quartermaster shall 
receive the sum of $10 for his services, and that in the future these amounts 
shall be, the fixed pay of these officers for all services rendered. 

XVI. That this Department and our legislative committee do all in 
their power to amend the civil service laws of Michigan governing the em- 
ployment of Civil and Spanish War Veterans by city boards, councils or 
commissions, also by counties and the state, in order that no technical 
loopholes remain to avoid the clear intent of the law to give our veteran 
comrades preference in such employments, as was done in the Edward 
Fisher-Kalamazoo fire department case in 1913. 

XVII. That this Department do all in its power to secure the back pay 
due sick soldiers of 1898 by Michigan, unpaid because the funds so pro- 
vided were exhausted before all worthy comrades were provided for. 

XVIII. That this Department and its legislative committee do all in 
their power to secure the same exemption on their homes now granted the 
G. A. R.; to give our comrades the same assistance granted the G. A. R. 
by cities and counties when sick; to increase the soldier's burial allow- 
ance to $65 and to make same obligatory upon all proper boards and com- 
missions; for the admission of our comrades, their widows and orphans to 
Michigan's Soldier's Home, same as civil war veterans ; to secure the 
amendment of our Laws governing the granting of relief and the payment 
of burial expenses to veterans, so as to include all who are eligible to 
membership in our organization; (this in the interests of our Philippine 
veterans, now excluded) ; to secure the Congressional service medal free 
of charge to honorably discharged veterans; and in every similar manner 
look well to the interests of our Spanish War Veterans at Lansing and 
Washington. 

XIX. That we encourage the organization and maintenance of Women's 
Auxiliaries to our order in every city where a Camp is located, confident 
that this rallying of our loyal women will strengthen our fraternal ties 
and open new possibilities for patriotic instruction and social enjoyment. 

« 

XX. That Michigan representatives at our National Encampment at 

Louisville this year insist that local Camps be allowed to fix their own 
dues and manage their own affairs; that the appointment of district in- 
spectors be left with the department inspector in order to fix responsi- 
bility and expedite efficient Camp inspections; that our comrades make 
an earnest effort to attend the Louisville encampment. 

XXI. That Michigan endorses the spirit of comradeship and fun repre- 
sented by our Military Order of the Serpent and that our Department Com- 
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mander do provide a time and place at our next annual encampment for this 
martial side degree.

COUNCIL OF ADMINISTRATION. 

Wednesday, June 16, 1915. 

The Council of Administration was called to order by Department Com- 
mander Oscar E. Kilstrom, at the Hotel Burdick, 11:45 a. m., Kalamazoo,

REPORTS OF OFFICERS. 

Department Commander Oscar E. 'Kilstrom's Report. 

Headquarters Department of Michigan United Spanish War Veterans, 

Grand Rapids, Mich., June 16, 1915. 

To the 12th Annual Encampment, 
Greeting: 

I have the honor to submit my annual report as required by our rules 
and i regulations with such recommendations as the good of our organization 
suggests: 

It has been my desire to merit the honor you conferred upon me at 
Jackson by earnest effort and faithful service. 

A great deal of correspondence has been had with the weaker and smaller 
camps with the idea of helping them wherever possible. Undoubtedly some 
good has come therefrom. On August 21, 1914, your Department Commander 
was invited to participate in a joint meeting of Camps No. 5, No. 9 and 
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No. 10 at Detroit. The Ladies' Auxiliary attached to said camps were present 
and helped very materially in making the evening one to be long remembered. 

By virtue of his office the Department Commander attended the Eleventh 
Annual National Encampment held at Louisville, Ky., on August 31st, Sept. 
1st and 2nd, 1914. Headquarters were established at Hotel Louisville, where 
many of our comrades were made to feel at home. It was also very pleasant 
to meet many former Michigan comrades who happened to be delegates from 
other states. This was an important Encampment, in that the amendments 
to our Rules and Regulations that had been introduced at previous Encamp- 
ments, were presented by the proper committee, argued, discussed and dis- 
posed of. Every camp by this time should have a copy of same. Michigan 
was represented by 17 delegates. Michigan presented the name of Comrade, 
Past Department Commander, Henry W. Busch for Commander-in-Chief, but 
was not successful in electing him. The Department Commander wishes to 
thank those comrades who were so loyal and patriotic in attending. At this 
Encampment, the printing of the Spanish War Review was discontinued and 
arrangements made with the American Standard to* take care of all matter 
pertaining to the U. S. W. V. This paper to be furnished to each comrade 
at 20c per year where the camps subscribe for the same as a whole. As far 
as I know the arrangement has met with the approval of camps in this De- 
partment. 

The Department Commander has been honored this year in being asked 
to participate officially at many of the meetings of the various camps and 
has endeavored to accept all of the invitations, but his time would not 
permit.

The camps at the same time were inspected by District Inspector John L. 
Waite. The attendance was good and a great deal of enthusiasm was mani- 
fested. 

Dec. 12, installed the Officers of Holland Camp No. 38. 
Jan. 1, installed the Officers of Hazen S. Pingree Camp No. 5. 
Jan. 11, installed the Officers of Muskegon Camp No. 41. 
Jan. 25, installed the Officers of Soldiers' Home Camp No. 39. 

I wish to thank the comrades of these camps for their courtesies ex- 
tended to me. 

By direction of the Commander-in-Chief the Annual "Muster Day" was 
made a feature this year and April 21st designated as the date. Your Com- 
mander accepted invitations from as many camps as his time would allow,

acting as Mustering Officer at Ben E. Rolph Camp No. 22, Coldwater, Mich., 
April 21st; Guy V. Henry Camp No. 3,' Grand Rapids, Mich., April 22nd; 
J. C. Brown Camp No. 31, Big Rapids, Mich., April ^3rd. A large attend- 
ance was present and a good entertainment was given at each place. 

Correspondence has been had with comrades in Cheboygan, Pontiac, 
Tecumseh, Battle Creek, Ionia, Benton Harbor, Mt. Clemens, Allegan, Mason, 
Grand Haven and Petoskey with the purpose of establishing camps there, 
but so far my efforts have not met with success, with the exception of Pe- 
toskey, Allegan and Battle Creek whose petitions are ready, but hope that 
in the near future, that the knowledge of the laws that have been passed 
both in this State and Nationally for their benefit, will bring them into our 
fold.' '.. , ''' 

This Department has been asked by many outside Camps of different 
states through their Department Officers to assist in righting the wrongs of 
comrades and otherwise, and has complied therewith to the best of its ability. 

■ ' LEGISLATION. ■ , 

During the last Session of the Legislature we have been successful in 
placing upon the Statute Books of this State the following: 

Act No. 47, Providing for Department Headquarters of the U. S. W. V. 
in the Capitol Building at Lansing, and the publishing and distribution of 
Department Encampment Proceedings by the State, effecting a saving to the 
Department of approximately $100. 

During the session of 1913, Act No/ 217 was enrolled providing for ad- 
mission to the Soldiers' Home of the widows of the United Spanish War Vet- 
erans on the same basis as the widows of the veterans of the Mexican and 
Civil Wars were admitted. This act has since been declared unconstitutional 
because of, defect in title. 

Through thorough organization in the future, we will be able to secure 
favorable consideration of matters in which we are interested, and especially 
should we, at the next session of the Legislature, work to secure the passage 
of the bill for appropriation for the relief of comrades of 1898 to 1902, which 
passed the Legislature of 1899 and 1901, but was not reported out by the Ways 
and Means Committee of the House at the last session of the Legislature. 
Your Legislative Committee consisting of Comrades Gansser, Walter, Pitz- 
gibbon, Rhoads and Presley, gave unsparingly of their time and efforts to 
secure the enactment of several bills favorable to the United Spanish War 
Veterans and the Department Commander wishes to express his sincere 
thanks to these comrades. J 

RECOMMENDATIONS.,, < 

As the state now furnishes us permanent headquarters in the Capitol 
Building at Lansing, I would recommend that the Department Adjutant be 
located there. 
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I would also recommend the following: 

State laws providing for relief for soldiers who served in the Philippines, 
the same as is now granted the veterans of 1898; strengthening of the State 
Civil Service Laws, giving preference in employment to our Comrades in 
City, County and State Departments and offices; exemption of veterans' 
property same as now granted civil war veterans; membership on all state 
military boards and commissions; increase in burial allowances for our 
veterans; assisting the National Guard everywhere and all the time; creat- 
ing a board or commission to make full inquiry and investigation of strikes 
or industrial disputes, before authorizing the sending out of troops by the 
Governor; the erection at Lansing of a Soldiers' Memorial Building, in keep- 
ing with the power of our great state, and as a lasting monument to the 
men who freely offered and gave their lives in their Country's service; such 
building to contain the Military Department, Military Museum, local State 
Armories, offices* of the Michigan Departments of the Grand Army of the 
Republic and the United Spanish War Veterans and such other offices as the 
needs of the state may dictate; enforcing the laws against desecrating our 
flag, and the unlawful wearing of the uniforms, buttons or other insignia 
of the army and navy, G. A. R. and the U. S. W. V.; to secure the relief 
money due sick comrades of 1898, remaining unpaid because the funds were 
exhausted and that our Legislative Committee the coming years look well 
to our interests in all proposed Legislation at Lansing and Washington. 



The exhaustive reports of your Department Adjutant and Quartermaster, 
together with the report of your Auditing Committee explain and record in 
full the financial status and transactions of the past year. Here too, we 
show a marked improvement, due largely to the earnest efforts of your 
Department Adjutant to get reports and per capita tax in promptly and fully, 
and I trust this will be a fixed habit for all our camps in the years to come. 

Along this line would urge every camp to reach out into neighboring 
cities and villages, which have no camps, and round up worthy Comrades for 
membership in your own camps. There is still a wide field for growth in 
this suggestion. 

Each Camp officer should memorize his ritual part, in order to make 
your meetings shorter and more interesting ; official orders should be read 
with non-essentials omitted, and every comrade must get a copy of our Ameri- 
can Standard and Department Orders. Sustain the distinctive character of 
our organization by uniforming your comrades as far as possible. It is a 
badge of honor and lends tone to your organization. And let each comrade 
remember that our little bronze button represents loyal service; money 
cannot buy it; hence it makes you a marked man in your community; it 
can honor you only as you honor it. 
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Every Comrade during the next year should give his loyal support to the 
Department and his Camp Officers; take part in all its meetings and functions 
and I am' sure your efforts will lie crowned with success. 

The Department has been fortunate, despite the financial stringency 
during the year, in reporting all camps in good standing with the exception 
of one, and we hope to be able to report this camp in good standing by 
August 1, 1915. 

I am glad to announce that the Ladies' Auxiliary of the United Spanish 
War Veterans is growing rapidly through the efforts of their Department 
Officers. Every camp should have an auxiliary. It will stimulate the at- 
tendance and growth of your camps and be a great help.

Mary B. Westnedge No. 10, Kalamazoo, is being installed during this 
Encampment and prospects are good for a large membership. 

In conclusion, I desire to express my deep appreciation of the many 
courtesies and faithful service of my Department Officers, the Officers of 
Camps and Comrades. In mahy instances they have given a large amount 
of their time and attention to matters pertaining to our organization and 
loyal service of this character will long be remembered by me. 

Although I shall soon be relieved from the duties of Department Com- 
mander, by the Department Commander elect, I wish to assure you, that I 
shall he always ready and willing to perform any duty assigned to me, and 
to aid and assist any worthy comrade as far as it is within my power to do so.

Headquarters Office of the Department Adjutant. 

Lansing, Mich., June 16, 1915. 

The Dept. Commander, Dept. of Michigan, U. S. W. V. 

Sir: In compliance with Section 4, Article 7, Rules and Regulations, I 
have the honor to herewith submit the Annual Report required of the De- 
partment Adjutant. 

Nothing of an unusual character has occurred during the past year. So 
far as membership is concerned, we have made a gain of 116. Our member- 
ship last year at this time was 1,358. Our present membership, based on 
Adjutants reports ending December 31, 1914, is 1,474. Fewer suspensions 
have occurred in the camps for the non-payment of dues that in the preceding 
years, and many who were suspended in the preceding years have been 
reinstated, which proves beyond a doubt that many of our comrades realize 
the great good which may be accomplished by affiliation with our beloved 
Order. 

Appended hereto is a financial report to date, also a tabulated statement 
showing the membership of the Order as of December 31, 1914, together with 
the loss or gain made by each camp. The reports from a greater number of 
camps show that the Order is slowly growing. With a little more active 
work on the part of some of the camps a decided gain would be made. 

Many matters from outside jurisdictions have been presented to the De- 
partment for consideration and action. I shall not attempt to enumerate 
these as the Department Commander in his report will doubtless cover these 
fully. 

The two matters which I shall take up and which I believe you are all 
vitally interested in are Membership and Finance. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

It is a regretable fact that the growth for the past year has not been 
as large as it should have been, especially in the smaller camps. The reason 
for this in many cases is obvious. Our organization in many camps is weak 
and we cannot hope to interest eligible comrades outside the camp when we 
fail to furnish good ritualistic work and occasional smokers for their en- 
tertainment. I would strongly urge each camp, no matter how small the 
membership, to have the ritualistic work letter-perfect if possible, so that the 
comrades taking the initiatory work may be strongly impressed by the 
manner of delivery as well as the beautiful lessons taught and axioms laid 
down. As soon as a comrade is taken in, I would strongly recommend that 
he be not allowed to sit on the "side lines," but give him something to do,

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which will arouse his interest and insure his regular attendance. Have 
a smoker as frequently as possible and discuss topics of mutual interest, 
giving each comrade an opportunity to express himself. 

While a large membership means strength and is earnestly desired by all, 
yet if each individual in our present membership of 1,474 will contribute what 
he can to his respective camp, by frequent attendance at the meetings and 
a faithful discharge of all the duties assigned to him, a unit organization 
will be formed which will materially strengthen our Department as a whole, 
and many matters of a legislative character, both State an$ National, of vital 
interest to us, may be handled with success. 

FINANCES. 

The Annual Per Capita Tax of 50c per member, half of which goes to 
National Headquarters, is entirely inadequate for the proper administration 
of Department affairs for a year. The amount is less than $400 with our 
present membership and with the most rigid economy we are barely able to 
meet our obligations. The financial report, which gives the distribution of 
our disbursements in detail, will show how the money was used and you will 
note that same shows no vouchers for Officers' traveling expenses with the 
exception of the following: 

Sept. 18—0. E. Kilstrom, expenses to Louisville $40.78 

Jan. 15 — J. L. Waite, expenses as Dist. Inspector . . 5.29 

It is of the utmost importance that we have funds to meet the actual 
traveling expenses of our Department Inspector and his assistants and 
others whom the Department Commander may select, to visit weak camps, 
offering encouragement and suggesting plans which will place them on a 
sound basis. We could hardly expect our loyal comrades, holding a Depart- 
ment Office to pay their actual traveling expenses and also donate their 
valuable time. 

I desire to call your attention to a matter of vital importance to the 
Department, one, which my predecessors have mentioned many times, and 
that is, the evident lack of business methods prevailing throughout the 
camps in the Department. There has been a slight improvement over pre- 
ceding years, but there is yet a great chance for betterment. I make an 
appeal to all Camp Adjutants and Quartermasters in this jurisdiction to 
make the duties of all our Department Officers as light as possible, by 
attending, at the earliest possible moment, to any matter presented to them, 
thereby saving further correspondence and a waste of postage. To have your 
communications in many cases apparently ignored thereby necessitating 
sometimes as high as five letters before obtaining the desired information; 
to be obliged to send back semi-annual reports for correction, when by exer- 
cising a little care, errors would not have been made; to have the Quarter- 
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master's report sent in with check for per capita tax and no Adjutant's 
report showing the numher of members in good standing on which the per 
capita tax is due, — these are some of the matters which make the work of 
the Department Adjutant very onerous and disheartening and subjects the 
Department to severe criticism from National Headquarters. To remedy 
this condition to some extent I would suggest that camps be particularly 
careful in selecting the Adjutant and Quartermaster; endeavor to secure 
comrades who are not only accustomed to clerical work, but who are situated 
so they can devote a small portion of their time to the duties of the office. 

The Department Adjutant trusts that the Department Commander and 
the comrades present will pardon the strong show of feeling on this subject 
of procrastination and indifference into which a number of the camps in 
this Department have fallen. He feels, however, that like strong remedies 
which are sometimes needed to cure, strong and forcible language is required 
to arouse camps from the lethargy in which they are unconsciously slumber- 
ing. 

In conclusion, I wish to express to comrades: — G. E. Rausch, Past Ad- 
jutant General; Arthur C. Rogers, Adjutant General; Oscar E. Kilstrom, 
Dept. Comdr.; Oscar W. A chard, Dept. Quartermaster; August H. Gansser, 
Dept. Patriotic Instructor and other Department Officers; Camp Commanders, 
Adjutants and Quartermasters, my gratitude for their unfailing kindness 
and help during the past year. In many instances their time and service 
has been unselfishly given which has greatly benefited the organization and 
proper recognition of these comrades can hardly be expressed in words. I 
also wish to express to the comrades my most sincere appreciation for the 
honor which they have conferred upon me and to assure them that my 
best efforts at all times will be directed towards strengthening our organiza- 
tion.

Department Inspector — Ambrose Talmage's Report. 

Office of Department Inspector, 

Coldwater, Mich., June 16, 19*15. 

To the Twelfth Department Encampment, 

Department of Michigan United Spanish War Veterans: 

Comrades: I have the honor to herewith submit the Annual report re- 
quired by the Department Inspector. 

The appointment of District Inspectors lies with the Department Com- 
mander and while he undoubtedly makes as good a selection as any one could 
I believe that power should be. vested in the Department Inspector. 

On assuming the office of Department Inspector it was my intention to 
have each Camp in this Department inspected twice during my term of office. 
This, however, has been a failure, except in District number four which is 
my own District comprising the Camps in Jackson, Ann Arbor, Adrian, 
Monroe, and Coldwater. 

Some of the District Inspectors appointed by Department Commander 
Kilstrom did not qualify and they were slow in notifying me of the fact 
and as a consequence it w T as impossible for me to notify Commander Kilstrom 
and have him appoint others to complete the fall inspection, therefore there 
were but a few Camps inspected last fall. 

I believe the Camps should be inspected twice a year; in the fall, from 
Sept. 1st to Nov. 1st and in the spring from Mar. 1st to May 1st. To this 
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end I sent a letter during the winter to each District Inspector ordering 
them to inspect each camp in their respective districts and mail reports to 
-me not later than May 20th. But the District Inspectors did not obey orders 
and I have no reports of inspection for the year from any Camps outside of 
District No. 4 made by District Inspectors, except a report of Holland Camp 
No: 38 by District Inspector, John L. Waite made Nov. 19, 1914; and a report 
of Hannah Camp No. 23, Traverse City, made by Joseph V. Mcintosh on Janu- 
ary 15th, 1915, which show said camps to be in a good condition. 

District Inspector E, A. Finney and myself inspected Seymour Howell 
Camp No. "6 at Adrian, May 10th and found said camp in good condition. 

I personally inspected Sanford Hunt Camp No. 19 at Jackson, Dec. 8 
and May 4th, which camp I found in a very flourishing and healthy condi- 
tion with a lot of live wires and willing workers. This camp has mustered 
in a good number of recruits in the past year and I sincerely hope the good 
work will continue until there is not a comrade in the city of Jackson that 
does not belong to the Camp, 

The comrades that take an interest in and love the organization must 
keep pounding away and pointing out to the comrades that are indifferent 
and do not show an interest in our beloved organization, the aims and ob- 
jects and the benefits they will receive, and it is their duty to help keep 
the organization alive if not so much for their own good, then for the good 
of worthy and needy Comrades, less fortunate than ourselves and by so 
doing we show the true spirit of comradeship.

District No. 6. — No reports. 

Comrades the foregoing does not look good to me and it is not the report 
I would like to make, but it is the condition as it is, I am sorry to say, and 
which I hope will not occur again. There are, however, several camps from 
which I have no reports, which I have reasons to believe and do believe 
are in a healthy condition. 

I would very much like to have made an inspection of each camp in the 
Department personally, but time and my financial circumstances would not 
allow me to do so. 

I am sorry to report I trusted too much to the District Inspectors as the 
most of them failed to inspect the camps in their respective district and did 
not forward any reports to me. 
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I trust the Department Commander for the coming year will appoint 
District Inspectors that will be on the job and inspect all the camps in their 
respective districts at least once during their term of office. 

On May 17th, I attended the annual reunion of the 31st Michigan Volun- 
teers at Adrian, partly for the purpose of working for recruits for the 
Adrian Camp, and will say I received the promise from several comrades that 
they would join the camp on the next regular night of the camp which was 
June 14. 

I would respectfully urge all Camps to endorse the Ladies Auxiliary of 
U. S. W. V. as it gives us a helping hand and I know it has been a good thing 
for Ben E. Rolph Camp of Coldwater. For the good of the organization I 
urge that all camps have at least one meeting each month. That each com- 
rade work for recruits. Have an annual banquet, arrange a program, send 
invitation to different Department officers and camp commanders and com- 
rades to attend. Let the Ladies Auxiliary serve the menu and I know from 
the experience of Ben E. Rolph Camp that it creates a stronger comradeship 
among the boys and in many ways helps the camp. 

Our organization is a worthy one and the little bronze button is worth 
more than gold to me, so I urge that all comrades work for recruits and the 
betterment of the same. Do not wait until next year. Today is the time. 
In a few years you may want some legislation for the benefit of yourself or 
some comrade, then it may be too late.

Department Historian — John L. Burkart's Report. 

Department of Michigan, Office of Dept. Historian, 

Lansing, Mich., June 16, 1915. 

The Department Commander, Department of Michigan, U. S. W. V., 

Sir and Comrade: I have the honor to submit my Annual Report as 
Department Historian for the term ending June 30, 1915, in compliance with 
Section 11 of Article 7, Rules and Regulations, 

The first half of the year yielded very meagre food for the basis of this 
report, but the latter half, and particularly the period January to May 20, 
1915, during the Session of the Legislature, furnished much of interest to the 
Department and the Historian. 

The most important occurrence probably was the introduction of Senate 
Bill No. 291 by Comrade Gansser, Senator from Bay City, which provided for 
State habitation for the Department Adjutant, U. S. W. V. Dept. of Mich., 
and appropriates sufficient funds to defray the expenses of the printing and 
distribution of our Department Encampment Proceedings. This was passed 
by both Houses, promptly signed by the Governor and will become a State 
Law after August 25, 1915. 

The Department will be relieved of Annual expense of at least $125 
when the law is operative. 

Senate Bill No. 115, File 153, providing $30,000 to pay sick and relief 
claims of 1898 was introduced by Comrade Walter of Traverse City, was 
promptly reported out of the Military Committee, was referred to the House 
Ways and Means Committee where it was strangled to death because of 
alleged want of funds. Despite the efforts of Comrades Walter, Fitzgibbon 
and Gansser, Senators from Traverse City, Port Huron and Bay City re- 
spectively; Representatives Noble Ashley of Detroit, Marshal A. Oakley of 
Bay County, aided by Department Commander Kilstrom, Department Adju- 
tant Presley, Department Historian, Comrade Pope and others, the debt 
of honor to the Boys 1898 is still unpaid and the money expended for medi- 
cal attendance, nursing and medicines, by the victims of the service in 
Cuba, Florida and the other southern States is still unrefunded by the State 
whose duty it was to care for these men.

The Attorney General's Department of Michigan advise that the Michigan 
law giving G. A. R. and U. S. W. V. preference in City, County and State 
employment was sound and intended to protect these men against unjust 
dismissal by local ordinances. Consequently the stand taken by Camp No. 
16, Kalamazoo, relative to the dismissal of Comrade Fisher under a city 
ordinance was well founded. The state is greater than any of its component 
parts. 

Our four comrades in the Legislature helped to pass the measures for- 
bidding use of our President's pictures for liquor advertisements; the dese- 
cration of the flag; providing for the reading of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence once each month in Public Schools; strengthening the laws for 
soldier's relief by Cities and Counties; giving U. S. W. V. Armory rights, 
control of armories and providing additional funds for Owosso and Grand 
Rapids armories; strengthening the Michigan National Guard (Senator 
Gansser's bill No. 239 File 186) providing armories for naval reserves; 
providing funds for the Soldier's Home and refunding inmates pensions; 
providing funds for Gettysburg and Vicksburg reunion deficiencies; pro- 
viding new monument for Shiloh battlefield and Michigan Statue at Arl- 
ington. 

The. following bills passed the Senate and were killed in the House by 
"noxious gases" being introduced into the trenches: Philippine Veterans 
Monument for Detroit. Also U. S. W. V. tax exemption same as G. A. R. 

Senate Bill No. 291, File No. 232, recognizes the U. S. W. V. as the 
successors to the G. A. R. Reciprocal relations existed between these two 
organizations during the Session, our interests are mutual; let us not 
present a divided front to the enemy. 

The strengthening of our National defenses is of paramount importance 
and all measures tending to this end were supported. 

I have reserved the best wine for the feast and now report the passage 
of Senate Bill No. 379, File No. 346, framed by the Department Historian, 
introduced by Senator Murtha of Detroit and by him, with the assistance of 
our comrades of the G. A. R. and U. S. W. V., carried through Senate and 
House victoriously. This bill provides for the appropriation of $100,000 
with which a relentless war will be waged against the great common enemy 
of mankind — Tuberculosis, during the next two years. Surely we have 
cause to rejoice over these glorious achievements. 

In conclusion I respectfully call the attention of the Department to the 
fact that among the many employees of the State at Lansing, only three are 
Spanish War Veterans. 

The writer has not overlooked his comrades when an opportunity pre- 
sented and has given one comrade and a daughter of a deceased G. A. R. 
Comrade employment in his Department, and regrets that more openings do 
not present.

1. Your attention is called to the following Legislative matters affecting 
Spanish War Veterans. . Present this to your Camp at the next Meeting 
and adopt resolutions to he forwarded to your Representative and Senator, 
urging the passage of these hills. 

Senate Bill No. 115 (Walter) Appropriating $30,000 for unpaid sick and 
disahilty claims of 1898. (Reported favorahly hy Military Com. of Sen- 
ate, Feb. 19th. Gansser, Chairman. Now up to Ways and Means Com. 
of House and Senate). 

Senate Bill No. 180 (Ogg) Providing for S. W. V. Monument for Campus 
Martins in Detroit. (Reported out favorably Feb. 21st, 1915. Now up to 
Ways and Means Com. of House and Senate). 

House Bill No. 119, File 73 (Martz) Still in Military Com. of House. 
(Culver, Chairman.) This bill provides for an exemption of $1,000 from 
taxation on the homestead of a Spanish War Veteran, same as Mexican 
and Civil War Veterans. Copy of bill herewith enclosed. 

Senator Gansser has just introduced Senate Bill providing for publica- 
tion and distribution of Department Encampment Proceedings. The same 
as the State is now doing for the G. A. R. This will mean a yearly sav- 
ing to the department of from $60 to $75.
